He sank rapidly yesterday and

announced that all hope f orchis recovery had been abandoned, 
in one of the frequent messages given out on the condition of the 
Pontiff. 


The Pontiff assumed his position on Sept. 6, 1914, shortly 


after the outbreak of the World War, which he endeavored to end 
by frequent appeals to the warring powers.

Their illicit earnings are made pos- 


, siblo by the high German import du- 
ties on that class of material. 


The tailoring establshments 
are 


viBited almost daily by sailors or lOth- 
er ship employes with hujie rolls of 
English twe-ads and other fabriics; In 
one-suit pieces, which they have suc- 
ceeded, in porr.hfl.siag-at .English- ports 
and bringing in duty t'ree. One of these 
smugglers, a X-E-W York 
man,, said 


some English cloth dealers-are mak- 
ing a regular business; of supplying 
the smuggling trade. 


The cloth is sold at one-fourth to 


onfrfifth the price it would cost if »h© 
import duty was paid. Tailors are 
quick to purchase the 
fabrics. 
The 


smugglers also visit foreigners and 
offer their wares for sale. 


Th& smugglers go nuite openly 


about their business. They may be 
seen walking the streets with 
big 


bundles on their backs. A few of the 
more venturesome ha^e even offered 
the goods for sale on the sidewalks, 
where they find ready takers. 


A French sailor .who had 
been 


smuggling for several months said he 
was going to retire from the "gama"' 
having made enough money to open a 
shop of his own in Paris.
